enezer Hnbbard, a farmer who inherited 
the land in the Milage on which the 
British troops committed depredations, 
and who had & deep inteiest in the his- 
tory of tho race, erected many years ago, 
a flagstaff on his land, and never neg- 
lected to hoist the Stars and Stripes on 
the 19th of April aud the 4th of JuK. 
It gneved him deeplj that yonder mon- 
ument, erected b\ the town m 1826, 
should be built on tho gronud on winch 
the enemy stood, instead of that which 
the Americans occupied in (he Concord 
fight, and he bequeathed in his villa 
sum of money to the ton u of Concord 
on condition th<it n monnmcnt should be 
erected on the identical ground occupied 
by our Mmnte-inen and Jlilitm on that 
day. and tuioLier stun of money on con- 
dition that the town should bund a foot- 
bridge across the river on the place 
where the old bridge stood in 1775 The 
town accepted the legacy, built {he 
bndge, and employed Daniel French to 
prepare a statue to be erected on the 
specified spot. Meanwhile Congress at 
Washington gave to the town, on| the 
representation of Mr Hoar, member 
from this distrie*, ten bronze cannon to 
furnish the artist with material to com-
